plans they have for consolidating 
China's great, population political­ 
ly and unllftlng it socially. 
“Sun Yat-sen," he 
went 
on. 
“said th® nationalistic movement 
would bring about its reform in 
three stages. 
The First— Military 
"First, a military reform, which 
we hope is nearly en led. Second, 
a political one th at would estab- 
llrt a 
firm governrm-nt 
control 
over all China. 
Third, a social 
one, involving the elevation of th* 
common 
people economically as 
well 
as politically, a gradual 
de­ 
velopment 
extending 
over the 
years.” 
This brings up two questions of 
vital im portance to America— just 
what form of governm ent there 
will be, and w hether the U. 6k is 
to re -ogruze the Nationalist*. 
China 
has 
375.»00,000 people 
and untold potentialities In wealth 
and power. Once civil strife ends,

The newspapers do print an amount of crime 
new? that, off-hand, might seem disproportionate 
to other clasfos of news. Some papers publish a 
larger amount than others, but even papers with 
reputation for conservatism and constructiveness 
are now finding that their pages contain a grow­ 
ing amount of spare devoted to crime news. Some 
papers particularly a few that have a wide gen­ 
eral circulation among readers who desire a type 
of news that borders on that of the periodical both 
for subject matter and timeliness, are ignoring re­ 
ports of crime except those of the most outstand­ 
ing cases. 
But in fairness to the average newspaper, it 
may interest the casual reader to know that news­ 
paper editors the country over are in a dilemma 
in the face of a large volume of crime in the press 
reports to minimize the volume 
and 
detail of 
crime stories and yet present to their readers an 
accurate chronology of news developments or re­ 
flect the tedencles of the times. Crime stories are 
becoming so frequent that they of necessity are 
being treated by the newspapers as the record of 
automobile or airplane deaibs. 
Space prohibits 
printing: all of them or even intermittent stories 
that summarize them. A few years ago a story 
relating that six persons were killed in a single 
accident anywhere in the United 
States 
would 
have drawn top-page rosltlon. 
Now' such a story 
can be barely crowded in at the bottom under a 
email head. If the accident occurs in the immed­ 
iate section. Its chsnces for "a play-’ are much 
better. 
Yet in both aecident and crime stories, the 
papers feel a responsibility to the public in re­ 
flecting the increase in their 
number, 
(aside 
from supplying news of those items its readers 
wish to know about or to carry those Items which 
it ronsiders constructive because of their sugges- 
tiveress as warnings or deterrents*. Were it not 
for at !©ast minimum sftentlon to their numerous­ 
ness, how would the public he apprised of such 
large numbers of cases, which itself represents a 
great abstract news story, that 
has challenged 
the entire counter. 
The D a 'a s News in an ©tutorial Sunday sug­ 
gests, in a n s w e r to the argument that crime, stories 
are su g g^ str« and are in a measure responsible 
for much crime, that the 
complete cessation of 
crime news would perhaps cause no reduction in 
it. It is m ore re a d ily supposed that with the with­ 
d ra w « ! of publicity as a d e te rre n t, it w ould a c t ­ 
u a lly increase. But in the p u b lic a tio n of crim e, 
n e w s p a p e r» <1o n o t set themselves up as constabu­ 
lary or p u n itiv e a g en cy . T hey a tt e m p t to satisfy 
w thin the law t h a t g o v e rn s the p riv ile g e of pub- 
• cation for th is ty p e of news, that information 
t a? th e public ex p ects it to. The g e n u in e new s­ 
p a p er fin u s l»s g re ates t 
service as the eye of
